murder,

Muckey MceDonough and Michael
Judge, two members of Bellevue's new
“dead line gang,'" recelved heavy sen-
tences yvesterday., Doth were convicted
of burglarizing Alonzo Hubbard's hotel
on South Washington avenue, hefora
Judge Kelly and for this offense Me-
Donough was yesterduy sentenced to
three years In the penltentiary and
Judge to four,

Before Judge Newcomh they
eonvieted of stealing bruss and fron
from the Delaware, Lackawanna and
Western company and for that infrac-
tion of the law they got three years
ench., MeDonough plended guilty to
stealing a4 harness from Regan's livery
stable and Judge Newcomb gave him
four years for that. Judge was aleo
urrested for particlpation in the last
named erlme but his connection with It
could not be proved and a verdict of not
gullty was taken ag to him, The sen-
tences do not run concurrent but follow
one another so thut McDonough will
have ten yedrs to gpend in the penlten-
tlary and Judge eeven.

Patrick Finnegan, who was convict-
ed with MeDonough and Judge of par-
tivipation In the theft of the brass from
the Delaware, Luckawannag and West-
ern, was sentenced to nine months in
the county jall and in the case of John
J. Walsh, mixed up In the same tran-
saction, sentence was suspended until
October,

WACHUA CONVICTED.

In the main court room yesterday
morning the trial of Theodore Wachua
on a charge of perjury was resumed.

WANT TO COME
INTO THE CITY

LINCOLN HEIGHTS PEOFPLE
SEEK ANNEXATION.

Helghts and Round Woods Park,
Comprising 224 Acres, to the City.
Assessed Valuation of Portion of
Lackawanna Township Which it Is
Proposed to Annex Is §460,000 and
the Population Is About 1,200,
Bteps Are Being Taken,

A movement |8 on foot to bring about
the nnnexation to the eclty of about 224
acres of land comprising somewhat loss
than one-<third of Lackaowanna towns
ghip. The plots which It |s proposed to
annex are known as the Round Woods
Park and Lincoln Helghts,

The portlon to be annexed I8 bounded
on the east by South Main avenue, on
the sgouth by Btafford avenue, on the
west by an Imaginary boundary line
running some 5,000 feet or more
west of South Main avenue and on the
north by what Is known ng the Round
Woods lane, which runs along the city
Iine, It is flanked on the north by the
Fifteenth ward and partly on the east
by the Sixth ward,

Upwards of 1,200 persons live in the
portion of Lackawunnn township In
question and the taxpuyers have long
heen deslrous of coming Into the city.
About one-half of the territory is bullt
up and many flne residences are locat-
ed upon it. 'The other half is plotted
off into bullding lots which are being
offered for gale by two land companles.

STREETS LAID OUT.

Streets have been lald out over both
plots and nearly all of thesge are graded
and guttered, Both the Seranton Gos
and Water company and the Spring
Brook Water company have lald water
mains on nearly anll of the streets, The
fact that the streets arc In such good
condition iz offered as one of the argu-
ments in favor of the annexation of the
plots,

Before bringing the matter up In
counclls It was deemed advisable to se-
cure the support of Recorder Connell to
the project and he was atnuainted with
the facts, It was pointed out that about
one-third of the total Indebtedness of
the township, which amounts to §45,-
000, would have to he taken up by the
city In case annexatlon was decided
upon.

in order to be assured as to whether
the proposition s o good business one
the recorder requested the board of as-
seEsors to go over the property in ques-
tion and make an approximate assess-
ment of its value, The assessors have
peen engaged In making this assess-
ment for some two weeks and they yes-
terday sent a copy of thelr fisures to
the recorder, They estimate that the
nssessed valuation of the plots, under
the system now in force in this city,
would be about $450,000.

The indebtedness which would have
to be incurred by the city would be
about 515,000 or a fraction over three
per cent of the assessed valuation. The
net indebtedness of the clty at present
{& only ahout one per cent of its as-
geseed valuation.

It is extremely probable that Recaorid-
or Connell will glve his approval to the
project. Should he do so0 and should
councils declde to annex the two plots
the courts would decide as to which
ward the new part of the city should
pe joined with. It could be made a part
of cither the Sixth or Fifteenth wards.
